Not good. I built an amp with the MAR-6 and the 20dB gain swaps out the 
front end. Local distributors have minimum order quantity of 10! At around 
$6 each. I have just looked at the Mini-Circuits RF/IF designer's guide and 
it looks like the ERA-4 and -5 have even better IP3 figures. 


On the other hand, I don't think this problem can be solved at the pre-amp 
alone. I am looking down the IF chain and am wondering if the last IF would 
be a better place to add gain. The internal front end pre-amp as is 
dual-gate FET pre-amp. 


There seems to be an adjustment in one of the final stages of the pre-amp 
and I am wondering if I should mess with it. I am not familiar enough with 
dual-gate devices to know how that variable resistor actually affects the 
gain of the circuit. Gotta look into that. 


I figured that with so much gain, it will probably overload the front-end 
even if the intermod is not coming from the MAR pre-amp. I am thinking about 
ways that overall IP3 figures for radios can be improved and I seem to 
recall reading a series of articles by Rhodes in QST which mentioned 
changing the switching diodes to PIN devices. This is off the cuff but it 
might be worth thinking about. Gotta look at that again. 


Thanks for asking anyway. :-)

I was using my newly acquired Ten Tec Argonaut II at 5 watts out with my 
‘stealth’ antennas: 20 M dipole and 10 M dipole in the attic; and a 40 M 
inverted vee against the back of my house for 40 and 15 M. I worked 47 
states (missed NE, SD, and ND) and 70 sections. I was able to work 2 KL7 
stations and one KH6. Amazing how I missed those 3 states bunched up in 
the middle of the country. I only did the hunt and pounce method and was 
able to work all sections and states I heard. I did not come across any 
SD, ND, or NE stations. The other sections I missed were again those I 
did not hear: MAR, NL, PQ, MB, AB, and YU. 


Code speed at the beginning of the contest was around 26 WPM and by the 
time I quit on Sunday evening was 40 WPM. Amazing what just a couple 
hours of operating can do to one's ability to copy CW. Looks like 
operating one of these contests just prior to going for a CW test would 
just about guarantee a passing grade. 


I had a wonderful time doing this contest and did run into a few other 
QRPers. Since I was doing the H&P as were most of the other QRPers I 
didn't work many. Those I did work were WZ8P, OH; K5SL, LA; AD8J, 
WPA; KD4MSR, GA; and K1TR, NH. All with dynamite signals. It was very 
uplifting to see so many of the A and B catagory stations being so 
patient and pulling my QRP sigs out. I too was amazed at how few the 
requests for repeats were. Just goes to show you what a nice contest 
this is for QRPers! 


Now, making the plans for the last weekend of this month. CQWW CW 
contest. I still need 16 countries for DXCC/QRP maybe I'll be able to 
find them then; especially since I've got the ol’ code speed up now.

Another little trick I have seen done (by Harris) on mobile 
radios is put a high value resistor in the power line and 
wrap it with fuse wire. You can use a table to figure what 
wire to use should you care to do this. 


Why would you want to do this?? 

Well, I think the mfg's did things like this to encourage 
people to take their radios into regular dealers and not some 
discount repair station! 

In the Harris radio, this fuse "resistor" was located down one 
whole board level! And was one of the places where you use the 


"remove and replace parts from the top side of the board" trick! 


So listen to the last poster....use a fuse that is easy to 


buy and locate it where it's easy to change! 


(If you use a cartrage style fuse and wrap a little tape "flag" 
around it before inserting in the holder, you can get it out 
by just pulling on the tape!)

The Mini-Circuits VCO modules work well with the CycleMaster described 
in Sept. QST. I use one in a remote VFO for my Corsair II as follows: 


Run the VCO (a 37.5 to 75 Mhz version in this case) at 40 to 44 Mhz. Set 
the tuning range with a resistor network such that 0 to 9 volts applied to 
the network just causes the VCO to tune 40 to 44. Connect the output of 
the VCO to the CycleMaster input AND to a pair of 74HC74 dividers. Tap 

the dividers at divide by 8 output to get 5.0 to 5.5Mhz coverage. The 
CycleMaster resolution is +/- 10hz so the resolution at 5 Mhz is 10 divided 
by 8 or 1.25 hz. Also the fair phase noise performance of the VCO is 
improved approximately 18db making a pretty decent VFO system. Stability 
is supurb of course. 


This general scheme can be used to generate a wide variety of frequency 
ranges using the Mini-Circuits VCO's and various dividers.

Hi folks, 


I want to thank the group for the many email notes I received 
with thoughts, suggestions about the need for both using 
matching 3055's and using current sharing resistors with 3055's 
in my sick PS. The problem has NOT been solved yet. 


I am still working at improving current sharing but 
I found the 3055 heatsinking to be SO POOR that 
I must fix that at the same time, NOW. 


The two 3055 are each mounted on small heatsinks, 
not on the metal chassis, and not on a properly finned BIG 
common heatsink. Each 3055 and h/s mounts on the internal 
PCBoard electronics. That is NOT adequate cooling. 


My Proposed Fixes 

1. Mount both 3055's on a long many finned common heatsink 
outside on top of the power supply cabinet. New heatsink has 
four TO3 hole mounting locations, and I will use two loccations. 


2. Add to each 3055 emitter, 
Q@.1 ohm 10watt, sand package, 10 % current sharing resistor. 
3. Use 3055's that are matched for LOW BETA at 4 AMPS. 
Or use larger 2n5301 /02 /03 or 2N3771's transistors. 
Matching is difficult on my home shack bench at 4 AMPS. 


0.1 ohm resistors results. 


Adding ©.1 resistors in each 3055 emitter DID NOT 
improve current sharing. 


With the 0.1 ohm resistors installed, the current sharing is 

roughly 280 ma in HOT 3055 and 80 ma in cold 3055 with a 

300 ma external load. 

I did use thermal grease. 

Both the FINS of HOT 3055 heatsink and the 3055 were very hot, 

so I did have adequate thermal contact, but not adequate heatsinking. 


Next, I added 0.2 ohm resistors to each 3055 emitter. 
Current sharing remained exactly the same. 


A couple of questions. 


1. Is it normal design practise to include a fuse in the negative DC out 
terminal of a PS with 723 regulator that includes current foldback? 


This PS does use the fuse this way. 


2. Does adding current sharing resistors (0.1 ohms) cause the 
current in 3055's to be balanced at all currents from light load, 
@.3 AMPS to heavy load, 8 AMPS? 


Thanks again for all of your helpful hints. 
Work continues.

A easy way to mount a protective fuse in a "after market Mod" is to pick 
up a flat type single,or double fuse holder at RadShak that takes a 3ag 
type or one of the inline blade types and mount the fuse holder to the 
chassis,usually requires one screw, on the inside or back depending on 
room available. Wire the fuse in series from the power input terminals to 
the on/off switch. Auto parts stores usually carry fuse holders for up to 
30 amps also. A stud type diode of sufficient amperage can be mounted to 
the chassis and wired to the power switch side of the fuse to blow the 
fuse if reversed power is applied. I have used this scheme on almost 
every radio i've owned including some commercial 2 way radios and home 
brew. I've even put a green led in a small hole in the rear panel to show 
when correct power is applied before turning on the power switch.

Those who contemplate feeding an attic antenna with twinlead are out of the 
spirit of it all -- too high tech. 


Our attic antenna came into being before KC5FDL, my son who will be QCWA 
eligible at 34, was even licensed. We strung 75' of #30 up there and ran a 
ground to a emt pipe in the basement to give him real performance from his 
Radio Shack crystal set beside his bed. A stuffed animal ate the xtal set 
and later I decided to try the wire as a ham antenna as our plaster lath 
house is an RF tight box save up there. I cobbled together an L tuner from 
some junk and hit it with the ritual 5W -- nothing. I got then KC5FDL's FT-7 
and hit it with 10W -- nothing. Since on Six Meters one needs 3W for DX and 
100 to work the locals, I had a pair of 6146s ,so I hit it with 75W out as 
they glowed, one orange, one blue --nothing. 


Lamenting all this to an OT, he laughed at us. "No counterpoise," he 
accused. "I'm grounded to the electrical service thru the electro metalic 
tubing, to pure earth thru three copper stakes and even to the gas line ina 


patch hidden from the Underwriters' Laboratories," I confessed. "Those are 
DC grounds," He said. 


Well, he was right, even though he was on 5M without a license and quit 
homebrewing when the octal tube fell out of favor. The 20M quarterwave line 
that runs out to the gate beside the fence let me check into the Swan 
Collector's net on a Sunday afternoon on 20M.
